Stale Department aide, James R. 
Shepley. 


The general is expected to reach 


Chungking about the middle of 
next week. 


Marshall carried with him to 


Chungking a directive on U. S. 
policy on China. He tackles there 
a job that has slumped others—- 
the unification of China. 


The outline of this U. S. policy, 


given him by President Truman, 
will be released for publication to- 
morrow. 


.Diplomats said there was- no 


doubt Marshall's major job was to 
bring about harmony between the 
Communist Clements of 
North 


China and • the National Govern- 
ment forces led by Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek. 


He succeeds Maj. Gen. Patrick 


J. Hurley,- who resigned Novem- 
ber 27 with a blast at State De- 
partment career diplomats whom 
he accused of failing to support 
his work in Chungking.

unable to obtain homes of any 
kind unless special provision is 
made in their behalf," Fender said. 


"Accordingly, the clay products 


industry will do everything pos- 
sible to see that lack of brick and 
tile docs not hold up Ihe con- 
struction of housing for men who 
have left or are soon to be dis- 
charged from the services. 


"This may mean a temporary

JAPAN STILL IMPERIAL? 


The Japanese Diet which, it will surprise 


many Americans to learn, is still operating, 
has among its major problems increasing in- 
come taxes as well as revenue from such 
luxuries as tobacco and sake, both govern- 
ment monopolies. Photographs of diet mem- 
bers in session in chambers unscathed by 
bombings, the men apparently well dressed, 
listening in orderly reverent fashion to pro- 
nouncements from the emperor, accentuate 
the fact that in many ways Japan came out 
of the war more of an entity than Germany, 
divided as the latter country is into zones 
geographically with no skeleton national 
government remaining. American policy is 
never to exterminate the people it conquers. 
There is no desire here to reduce enemy na- 
tions to political chaos merely because it can 
be done. 


Americans, however, who lost so many 


sons subduing Japanese militarists, have a 
right to question whether too much of the 
old order is being allowed to persist in Japan. 
Public opinion in this country has an uneasy 
feeling that while alomic bombs may have 
destroyed a couple of Japan's cities, a good 
deal of imperial Nippon seems to have sur- 
vived. 


When they get down to brass tacks, they 


find that under cover of this apparent per- 
sistence of Japan power, MacArthur is the 
Boss. Day by day he issues orders radically 
changing the bad oki ways of an economic 
feudalism which caused. Japan to become a 
have-not nation. Day by day the war crimi- 
nal is closer to his doom and the down-trod- 
den little man, farmer or factory worker, 
comes nearer a chance to earn a decent liv- 
ing. MacArthur is using the old govern- 
mental structure as a tool in the construction 
of the new.

THE BILL OF IIIGIIXS 


December 15, the anniversary of ihe Bill ol 


Rights, should be « national holiday. Whereas 
the Constitution deals with the form and struc- 
ture of the American government, the Bill of 
nights concerns Itself with the philosophy of th 
American nation, deeply rooted in Anglo-Saxoi. 
tradition and forever guiding it into a channel of 
positive truth designed to maintain and uphold 
the dignity of man. 


The first article of the Bill of Hiehls Is the 


foundation of American liberty: 


"Congress shall make no law resjiccling 
an 


establishment of religion, or prohibiting Ihe free 
exercise thereof; or abridging 
the 
freedom 
of 


speech, or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the govprn- 
inent for a redress of grievances." 


In tills era of cruel persecution of men for their 


beliefs; of universal censorship of the spoken and 
written word; when men cringe in undergrounds 
to plan for liberty, this one clause In the Bill of 
Rights is a beacon to mankind that civilization is 
not lost, in the United States the free right to 
hold and practice and teach any religious principle 


which does not violate the laws of morality and 
property, and which does not 
infringe 
personal 


rights, Is conceded to all." 
• 


It Is the Fifth Amendment, dealing with the 


rights of persons, that is so significant In these 
days by sharp .contrast. The protection of Indict- 
ment by a Grand Jury; the safeguarding of the 
individual against double jeopardy; the freedom 
Irom self-lncrlmlnntion, 
are 
among our 
most 


sacred rights. They make tyranny impossible. 
I hey make purges impossible. They protect man 
as far as is humanly possible, from the whimsical 
viciousness of egocentric politicians who maintain 
themselves in power by private elimination of their 
opponents. 


Il is this Fiftli Amendment which closes with 


Ihat magnificent guarantee of human liberty 
'. . . nor be deprived of life, liberty, or property', 
without due process of law; nor shall private 
property be taken for public use, without just com- 
pensation." 


In many respects it Is the phrase "due process 


of law that is more valuable to man than the law 
tself. _«lor if the law is good and the process bad 
.lie rights of man will disappear. The Supreme 
Court once said of .this: ". . . that they were in- 
ended lo secure the individual from the arbitrary 
exercise of the powers of government, unrestrained 
by the established principles of private rights and 
distributive justice." 


In the Sixth Amendment the American is 


guaranteed trial by jury, right to an impartial 
trial where the crime occurred, right lo be in- 
formed of the nature and cause of the accusation 
right to be confronted by the witnesses against 
him, and the right to have the assistance of coun- 
sel for his defense.

1. During the last year of the war. the 
average General Motors hourly-rate 
worker earned $56.93 per week.

. The public demand for GM prod- 


ucts and services is enough to keep 
our plants working at the wartime 
level of 45 to 48 hours weekly. 


During the period of shortages, we plan to oper- 
ate at this rate, barring work stoppages due to 
causes beyond our control. In fact, some of our 
plants were working 48 hours a week when the 
strike was called. The number of people cm- 
ployed when reconversion is completed and our 
new plants and facilities are in production, will 
be larger than before the war. 


3. General Motors offered to adjust 
wage rates in line with the cost of 
living. 


Since January 1941, General Motors' wage rates 
have increased substantially. Before the strike 
was called, the union was offered a cosl-of-living 
wage adjustment in line with the Government's 


- stabilization policy. The union rejected this offer 


and called the strike. This offer has finally been 
determined to amount to an average of 13 l/t cents, 
per hour. 


4. The UAW-CIO turned down a 
proposal which would have given the 
average GM worker $63.44 a week. 


Under this offer, the average General Motors 
hourly-rate worker would have received $63.44 
for the same number of hours for which he was 
paid $56.93 during the war. This is at least 33% 
more than he would have received in January 
1941 if he had worked the same number of hours 
then. The union rejected the offer. The strike 
continues. The workers arc getting nothing. 


5. What does the UAW-CIO want? 


Government figures say that the cost of living 
has gone up 33% since January 1,1941. As already 
pointed out, General Motors has offered this 
much to its workers. But the union insists it 
wants 30% more than (iresenf rates, which are 
already substantially higher than 1941 rates. Its 
battle cry is "52 for 40 or figlu"-52 hours' pay for 
40 hours' work. 


It refuses lo budge from that demand.

Secretary Ernest Bevin. 


There was no word on whether 


Bevin would attempt to make the 
(light from Berlin .today, but Bri- 
tish officials said lliat, in view of 
the experiences of U. S. Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes in the 
storm yesterday, it was doubtful 
if Bevin would take any chances.

Telegraph in 'London said that 
Bevin had arrived in Moscow this 
morning.) 


Byrnes, who arrived here late 


yesterday after his plane was lost 
Tor an hour in the storm, spent 
tlie night at Spasso House, the 
residence of the American Ambas- 
sador, where he conferred with his 
staff and made last-minute prep- 
arations for the talks. ' 


Foreign observers here felt that 


several issues already have taken 
definite shape. Conceding that the 
question of controlling atomic en- 
ergy will be the main issue, obser- 
vers pointed to Iran and Japan- 
in the light of recent developments 
• -as subjects which appeared like- 
ly to come .up for discussion. 


Byrnes, at a press conference

He said the "only purpose of the 


meeting is to carry out the spirit 
of the Yalta meeting—to meet 
every three or four months to pre- 
serve contacts between the gov- 
ernments."
